We took a walk this morning—on the Canada 
side of the river.

U am really unable 
to express my surprise, at the marvelous difference 
between the appearance of the country—the dwell- 
ings and the people on the two sides of the river. 
The soil on the Canada side is far preferable to 
that on the side of Michigan. But dilapidation, 
negtect and thriftlessness makes the former, with 
# few exceptions, while thrift, enterprise and good 
teste are written all over the latter. 


It seemed that we had gone back a century, in 
improvements. I had no idea that anywhere this 
side of the land of the Hottentot boors, could be 
found comtrivances so made—and so il] adapted to 
the purpose to which they were devoted. We 
passed the Catholic Cathedral. It was during the 
time of service. The temple is of brick anda mag- 
nifficient one. The worshippers were within and 
the doors were shut. But all around stood their
